\. ater shortage is a vital 
problem on many prairie farms 
that might bj largely solved in 
many instances by building re¬ 
sen iors and saving some of the 
surface water that runsj off from 
snow and rain each year. The 
oxtnet t) which run-off water 
may lie utilized is well demonstr 
a Led in the work at the Dom¬ 
inion Range Experimental Stat¬ 
ion near Many berries, where a 
good number of water boles 
have been built, at very liltl? 
cost, provide year round wat¬ 
er supply from run-off water 
that would otherwise be wasted. 

Many farms of course do not 
providp the conditions needed to 
catch and store surface water. 
Elat land, for example, gives 
v little run-off and where 
land is cultivated or where the 
•oil i,j very sandy most of the 
rain and snow that falls soaks 
in the ground instead of runn- 
ingoff. On (virgin prairie how¬ 
ever where the land show,, fair 
slope much water runs ofr into 
the h Hows where snow melts 
in tho spring and during heavy 
summer rains. It is in such 
cases that opportunity for stor¬ 
ing water i s afforded. 

The best tim e to locate a 
site for a reservoir, Mr. Thomp¬ 
son rf the Manyljerrie* station 
explains, is in the spring when 
water from melting snow is run¬ 
ning off the land and the nat¬ 
ural water courses are easily 
found. Eall, however, is often a 
convenient time for building 
reservoirs and repairing dams 
already in existance. 

A coulee or depression with 
provides the best location for a 
reservoir site, where the water 
shed is in grass and not cultiv¬ 
ated. F. IT. Peters, one time 
Chief engineer with the Domin¬ 
ion Reclamation Service, states 
in his bulletin—now <uU. of print 
—on farm water supply that 
“the best natural reservoir site 
is one where the sides of a cou¬ 
lee or draw widen out with a 
fairly flat bottom and then nar¬ 
row in again. This gilves a big 
area in which to store the wat¬ 
er, and at the same time a nar¬ 
row place at the lower end to 
build the dam across. If there' 
is a natural depression, pothole 
or pond anywhere this c*»n 
often be developed into an ideal 
rservoir.” 

Probable losses from jeepag' 
and evaporation need t > bo 
taken into account in building a 
reservoir. In a clay or heavy 
loam soil thes > two losses am¬ 
ount to about three inches in 
depth per month according to 
Mr. Peters. The losses are ab¬ 
out 5 inches per me nth on v 
loam soil. 8 inches on a sandy 
soil or light sandy loam and 
as high as 12 inches per month 
on very sandy or gravelly soil. !i
